When the doors of

convention were opened this morning 
two hours before the convention was 
due to start, rain was still falling. 
The hall was cold and damp, but the 
delegates made the best of it. 
The 
band enlivened the wait as the crowd 
assembled. 
The line of ticket specu­ 
lators braved the rain. 
Inasmuch as the temporary organiza­ 
tion was made permanent yesterday, 
nothing remained but to ask approval 
of the convention today. The weather 
was beginning to show a depressing 
effect on all phases of the convention. 
There was evidence of a disposition to 
hasten the proceedings, and bring it 
to a finish on Friday, but there was 
was an absence of predietment as to 
final adjournment. 
•‘Uncle Joe” Cannon was one of the 
early arrivals. 
He wras having some 
difficulty in getting to the Illinois del­ 
egation and a big policeman backed 
the lines in order to allow the former 
speaker to enter. 
It was 11:22 when Chairman Hard­ 
ing brought down the gavel. He ask­ 
ed the convention to rise while Mon­ 
signor Francis Kelly, president of the 
Catholic Church 
Extension 
Society, 
read a prayer. The convention stood 
in silence while he read the prayer. 
The prayer was as follows: 
“O God, at whose 
creative 
touch 
this earth was born, 
whose 
hand 
sustains it, whose voice 
directs 
it, 
whose love keeps it, and whose coun­ 
tenance lights its pathway back to 
Thee.O Ruler, by whose will is it 
divided 
into 
nations,

come to its people: 
O Orient, from

Kitchener deeply took to heart the 
lessons of this fiasco, with its failure 
of transport and intelligence depart­ 
ments, and a\oided these troubles in 
the expedition which he himself led 
some years later.

Kitchener was employed in innumer­ 
able fights and ‘aids against the dor 
vislies or Mahdists of Southern Egypt 
In 1886 he became governor of the 
Red Sea territories end set in motion 
a series of raids on the notorious Os 
man Digna, the dervish leader.

one of these raids Kitchener's mon 
wore flanked and put to flight, dur­ 
ing which he received a bullet which 
broke his jaw*.

As an instance of

took his tasks in Egypt is recalled 
now he dealt with the war office as 
few generals before him ever dared. 
On one occasion he sent home for a 
special kind of gun. 
The war office 
suggested another kind. 
The Sirdar 
repeated his orders. 
Next he was in­ 
formed that the war office guns had 
been forwarded, whereupon he dis­ 
patched a politely insolent message 
heme, saying that he was very grate­ 
ful. but the war office could keep its 
guns.

throw” stones at the dervishes my­ 
self.” 
As a consequence, the guns he 
asked for were forwarded without de­ 
lay.

TROUBLE WITH A SMALL CATERPILLAR 


Prof. L. Has' nan, of the College of 
Agriculture at Columbia, Tells 
W hat Has Been Done in 
the Southeast. 


The strawberry growers of South­ 
east Missouri are having a great deal 
of trouble with a small caterpillar that 
rolls or ties the two halves of straw­ 
berry leaves together and eats them 
from within. 
In many patches they 
are com pletely destroying 
’he 
crop 
and in other patches the injury is 
greatly reducing the yield. 
This pest can be controlled, accord­ 
ing to L. Haseman, of the Missouri 
College of Agriculture, by a spray of 
two pounds of lead arsenate mixed 
with fifty gallons of irater. 
To be 
effective it must be applied as soon 
as the sm all worms begin to appear 
and before the leaves are folded. The 
best tim e to spray is just before the 
plants bloom, as this destroys the first 
brood, which does m ost of the dam­ 
age to the crop. 
Spraying after the 
leaves are folded or during the picking 
season does little good. 
lf this first brood of the W’orms was 
not killed by the spray, it is import­ 
ant to spray late in June or early in 
July to kill the 
second 
brood, 
and 
aagin late in August when a third 
brood w ill appear unless the pest has 
been killed 
>efore that time.

W hat had been 
accomplished in changing these con­ 
ditions had been chiefly made pos­ 
sible by employing on full tim e as 
health officers com petent specialists 
under a non-partisan board of health. 
The Cincinnati play elim inated milk 
inspection by a physician 
on 
p art 
tm e and placed it in the hands of a 
graduate in veterinary medicine on 
full time. 
YI. B. Blume, D. V. S., an 
employee of the United States Bureau 
of Animal Industry, w as chosen, and 
to his industry, honesty, and courage 
the results obtained are largely due. 
One of the Cincinnati regulations 
gives the health officer the authority 
to dump milk that show's visible sedi­ 
m ent in the container. 
This regula­ 
tion 
was 
rigidly 
enforced 
against 
those who persistently fought all a t­ 
tem pts at improvement.

Compelling proprietors of restau r­ 
ants, saloons, hotels, etc., to serve 
milk to custom ers in the original seal­ 
ed package m et w ith the unqualified 
approval of the public. 
Opposition to 
pasteurization 
was 
pronounced at first, but at the present 
time if anyone desired to start a iio» 
bricked exclusively by the milk in­ 
dustry, the one sure way would be to 
try to elim inate pasteurization in ( in- 
cinnati. 
Through pasteurization, the 
dealers have practically 
elim inated 
all w aste and have completely escap­ 
ed outbreaks of milk-borne infection 
with attendant loss of trade, 
in over 
a year, not one case of typhoid fevei, 
diphtheria, scarlet fever 
or 
septic 
sore throat has been traced to an in­ 
fected dairy or to an ice cream m an­ 
ufactory. 
No chances w ere taken on having 
pasteurization hung up indefinitely in 
the courts of Ohio. 
Offences such as

price of gasoline—always 
associated 
with John I). Rockefeller—by way of 
I he potato, the nickname of which, 
in the vernacular, is Murphy, as you 
all know', of course. The effort is to 
he made in Canada. The problem in 
connection with the need of gasoline 
to run motor tractors, 
the 
use of 
which 
seems imperative to put mil­ 
lions of untilled acres in the western 
provinces of the Dominion under cul­ 
tivation, and the prospect of the re­ 
sult 
of 
this work—potatoes—being 
needed to make tho motors work, is 
particularly interesting. Potatoes are 
prolific in the yield of alcohol. 
No commodity 
necessary 
for the 
well being of humanity ever threat­ 
ened to give out, but thrift has work­ 
ed out a 
substitute, 
even 
though 
prodigality failed 
to 
conserve 
the 
original gift. “Necessity is the moth­ 
er of invention,” and if the gasoline 
“well runs dry,” thrift 
will 
raise a 
potato substitute. So it may be that 
W estern Canada, which is so vitally 
interested in this problem, will play 
a big part in its solution. According 
I to a recent Canadian publication, the 
province of Alberta raises more po­ 
tatoes to the acre than any state in 
the T nited States, 
and 
these 
are 
grown on cheap land. After these po­ 
tatoes, grown at little expense, have 
been used in the manufacture of al­ 
cohol, the by-product makes an ex­ 
cellent food for stock. With millions 
of unoccupied acres producing pota­ 
toes for the manufacture 
of alcohol, 
and with the by-products being con­ 
verted into beef, both gasoline and 
meat problems are on a fair way to 
solution. The American farmers have 
long had the 
opportunity 
to make 
their own alcohol, but for some rea­ 
son they haven’t done it. 
With the 
high price of gasoline they may find 
it profitable to follow’ 
the 
example 
set by Canada by distilling potatoes 
or some other vegetable. 


LESSON ll. 
Q.—What does it mean to be LAND 
POOR? 
A.—Ask Missouri farmers. 
THEY 
KNOW. 
It is having land which they 
would like to cultivate but haven’t 
the 
means—unless 
they 
“grow” a 
mortgage, which, under ihe old condi­ 
tions of high interest and big commis­ 
sions might eat up the land. 
Q.—Why have the interest charges 
been high? 
A.—Because farm mortgages have 
not been easy to convert into cash. 
The loans have been for compara­ 
tively short periods—not long enough 
to permit the farmer to pay out. 
Q.—Howr does the Gardner Land 
Bank project differ? 
A.—By loaning the farmer money 
et four and three-tenths per cent for 
as long as twenty-five years. And he 
can pay back the principal in yearly 
installments with the interest, or pay 
it up at any interest period. 
On a 
twenty-five 
year 
loan 
the 
farmer 
would pay only $6.50 a year on each 
$ IO J, and this includes interest, re­ 
serve fee and the PRINCIPAL. 
Q.—Why 
does 
the 
farmer 
need 
elate aid? 
A.—If you leave it to private capi­ 
tal to start land banks, dividends arid 
increased expenses would leave the 
farmer borrower no better off than 
he now is. The state land bank would 
Lave no salaried officers, except a few 
appraisers and additional clerks, be­ 
rinse state officers and employes al­ 
ready on the payroll would look after 
its affairs. 
And there would be no 
shares of stock on which to pay divi­ 
dends. THE FARMER BORROWERS 
WOULD GET THE DIVIDENDS. 
Q.— What about the existing state 
banks? 
A.—In the agricultural districts of 
Missouri—communities of less 
than 
5.000 people—there are only about Od 
I auks with a combined capital of 
some $5,000,000. 
They can place 25 
per cent in farm loans ($1,250,000), 
which is certainly insufficient. 
And 
the country banks do not care to tie 
up their loans even for five years, 
which in itself is too short a time for 
the average farmer. 
(J.—What about the federal reserve? 
A.—The federal reserve act does 
not permit the central bank to re­ 
discount farm mortgages as it does 
commercial paper. 
Q.—Then ihe state land bank be­ 
comes a necessity? 
A.—Yes. 
The American farmer is 
producing ten billions of dollars an­ 
nually, and is borrowing six and a half 
billions every year, and. as former 
President Taft has figured, is paying 
Shit per cent interest.

m ark at which the income tax yield 
had been estimated at the outset of 
the year.

The grape is one of our finest fruits. 
It is both palatable and healthful. 
Ii 
it is given any kind of a chance it will 
do at least fairly well alm ost any­ 
where. 
Except in specially favorable 
localities it is not to be recommend­ 
ed for growing on a large scale for 
m arket but for home use it deserves 
to be grown on every farm. 
An ample quantity of grapes for an 
average family can be grown at very 
small exp en se. 
Only a very limited 
area of land will be required. 
The 
vines cost but little and come into 
bearing early. 
They are long lived 
and their care takes but little time. 
I hey should be obtained From a re­ 
liable nurserym an and should not be 
more than two years old. 
It is well 
to plant them in rows, but where this 
is not convenient the vines may be 
scattered in various places. They can 
be trained to stakes having three or 
four cross arms, to wires cr slats 
fastened to a line of posts, or to ar 
bors th at are ornam ental as well as 
useful. 
Vines often do well when allowed 
to run on a fence or wall, and still 
better w her trained 
on 
the 
south 
side of a building. 
By planting vines of early, medium 
and late ripening varieties, including 
one or two of the best keeping sorts, 
fruit 
may 
be 
had 
during 
several 
months. 
There should be plenty of 
room on any farm for enough vines 
to furnish all the grapes the family 
would care to use, either as fresh 
fruit, or for making grape juice, m ar­ 
malade, jelly, preserves, or other fa­ 
vorite preparations. 
The 
work 
of 
setting 
grapevines 
must be deferred until spring; but this 
cloes not mean th at nothing can be 
done about it until then. 
The selec 
lion or varieties should be attended to 
promptly and as many vines as will 
be needed should be ordered not later 
than midwinter.

CULTIVATION OF GRAPEVINES 


Some Hoed Crop M ay Be Grown Be­ 
tween Plants for First Tw o Years 
— Good Roots Essential. 


After grapevines have been planted 
they should be well cultivated and 
some hoed crop that will not shade the 
young plants may be grown between 
the plants for the first twro years. Aft­ 
er this the vines need all the land. 
The best vines 
for 
planting 
are 
strong one-year or two vear-old plants 
that have been grown from layers or 
cuttings, and only those having good 
root system should be used. 


M a k in g Bordeaux Mixture. 
Bordeaux mixture is made by com­ 
bining a solution of copper sulphate 
(blue vitriol) with a solution of lime. 
The copper is the active agent. 
The 
addition of lime neutralizes the injuri­ 
ous effect of the copper sulphate by 
combining with it to form copper hy­ 
droxide, which is insoluble in water. 
In this form it adheres better to the 
foliage.
